An old throat irritation recurred T h o u s a n d s 
Friday following a strenuous golf 
game and the Justice was taken to 
the hospital In h serious condition. 
He was believed improved today 
but a sudden relapse came this 
afternoon. 
Justice Fellows was a native of 
Hudson township. I^ewenawee coun­ 
ty. 
He was educated in the Hud­ 
son high school and later studied 
law in an attorney’s office, being 
admitted to the Michigan bar in 
1885 at the agp of 21. 
He prac­ 
ticed in partnership with Burt J. 
Chandler. 
Hp was served on the 
suprem e bench since 
1916 
and 
acted as chief Justice in 1921. 
Ju s­ 
tice Fellows had never married and 
leaves no close relatives.
